The West Side High School Fashion Careers 
Program, a curriculum written by Ms. Belinda 
McGuire, for Newark Public Schools, covers 
many aspects of the fashion industry. 
Students are recruited in their sophomore 
and junior year. Participants learn about 
everything from textile composition and print 
design to garment construction and the skills 
necessary to be successful in the retail 
industry or as an entrepreneur.
